Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

Claims 12-16,18 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 



double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 10-14,16 of U.S. Patent No. 
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7022139 in view of Hedman et al. (4759769). US patent '139 claims the same invention 
except for a spring member housed by a baseplate. Hedman et al. teach (Fig. 1) an 
intervertebral spacer with first and second baseplates (26,28) and spring members 72 
housed partially by the baseplates. Hedman also teaches spring members are used to 
provide the same stiffness and compressibility as the natural spine, col. 4, lines 35-54. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate spring 
members with the baseplates as taught by Hedman with the claimed invention of '139 
such that it shares the stress on the vertebrae and restores vertebral height. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11,19,20 are allowed. 

Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
